The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-13 are allowed because the prior art does not teach or suggest a method/tool for 
verifying a digital circuit design; the method, among other things, having the step of determining 
a reduced RTL model by reducing widths of signals occurring in a non-reduced RTL model to 
produce the reduced RTL model that retains the signal properties of the non-reduced RTL model 
which are to be checked. This technique can be applied in high level equivalent checking and 
high-level simulation.
